At the city council meeting last night 
there were present His Honor, Mayor 
Warner, and aldermen Truman, Julien, 
Morgan, Camp, Plein, Clark, Laing and 
Jordan. Quite a delegation of citizens 
residing on Hennepin street were present 
with a petition asking the council to grade 
and make other necessary improvements 
over there.

The ballots cast at the 
election on funding bridge bonds were 
canvassed and resulted as follows: For 
funding, First Ward 50; Second 50; Third 
39 ; Fourth 42. There was one vote in 
each of the first tbre° wards and five in 
the Fourth against funding. A motion 
to receive bids on funding the Bridge 
bonds was carried 
A new roof on the 
fire building was ordered. The question 
of repairing the bank of the river on the 
north side was brought up but further 
consideration was deferred until next 
meeting. Alderman Jordan took excep­ 
tions to this and wanted the work to be 
commenced at once. The mayor thought 
it would be best to wait until a lower 
stage of water would make tlie work more 
effective and he added that there was no 
money at present to do the work, and 
he thought that to wait until next August 
or September the city could save about 
one hundred dollars in interest; as the 
money to do the work now must be bor­ 
rowed. 
The bridge committee was em­ 
powered to make all necessary repairs on 
the slough bridge near the old VnnArnam 
place. 
Alderman Morgan placed the 
probable cost of such a work at about 
two hundred dollars. 
It would appear that auditing business 
was the great work performed by the City 
Fathers last night 
Claims against the city amounting to 
three thousand two hundred and fifty dol 
lars and twenty-five cents were allowed.

We firmly believe that the personal of the 
fire department constitutes fully one-half 
of the fire protection, and, as we are pay­ 
ing our own expenses, donating our ser­ 
vices, and running the risk of our lives, 
all for the public good, we ought at least 
to be accorded the inexpensive privilege 
of recommending our superior officer.

principles and imitated his earlier com- 
edies.

The first division of the country into 
parties was over the question of adopt­ 
ing the Constitution. 
Part of the peo­ 
ple strongly approved of it, while an­ 
other part as strongly objected to many 
of its provisions, considering that they 
gave too much power into the hands of 
the Federal Government. 
Those who 
advocated a strong, centralized govern­ 
ment became known as Federalists, and 
those who opposed 
it 
were called 
Anti-Federalists. 
It was a triumph for 
the Federalists that the Constitution 
was adopted in form as it was drawn 
up, but the first ten amendments of the 
Constitution, all adopting during the 
three y ears following, were very im­ 
portant concessions to ttye strength of 
the Anti-Federal sentiment. 
Washing­ 
ton was a Federalist, but the true leader 
of the party was Alexander Hamilton, 
to whose successful administration of 
her finances the salvation of the y oung 
republic was largely due. 
The Federal­ 
ists were also called Republicans, a 
name which their leader, Thomas J ef­ 
ferson, strongly wished them to retain. 
The second President, J ohn Adams, 
w as elected by the Federalists, but the 
passage of the alien sedition law's, for 
which this party was mainly responsible, 
excited much popular disfavor, and 
Adams was defeated for a second term 
by Thomas J efferson, which virtually 
destroy ed the power of the Federalist 
party. 
J ames Madison w as also elected 
by the Republicans, and during his ad­ 
ministration occured the war with Eng­ 
land, which the Federalists bitterly op­ 
posed. 
The stand taken by the party 
during the war, and especially the ac­ 
tion of its leaders in calling the Hart­ 
ford convention, w rought and complete 
ruin of the organization, and it wholly 
disappeared on the election of J ames 
Monroe by the Republicans in 18 1G. 
Party lines were completely broken 
down, and the next sixteen y ears Avere 
known as the “ era of good feeling.” 
J ohn Quincy Adams in 18 24, and An­ 
drew J ackson in 18 28 , were elected on 
personal issues only. 
President J ack­ 
son’s acts, however, provoked strong 
opposition, and under the leadership of 
Henry Clay and Daniel Webster his 
opponents formed a new party , which 
took the name of the Whig party. 
The 
upholders of the President called them­ 
selves Democrats, and claimed to be 
the successors of the old J effersonian 
Republicans. 
The distinctive princi­ 
ples advocated by the Whigs were a 
protective tariff and internal improve­ 
ments by the general government, prin­ 
ciples which the Democrats as strenu­ 
ously opposed. 
The former party also 
sternly 
censured General J ackson’s 
course in abolishing the United States 
Bank and in using the public offices to 
reward his adherents. 
Martin Van 
Buren w as put in office by the J ackson 
party, but the commercial panic of 18 27 , 
for which the administration was held 
responsible, completely broke down 
Democratic prestige for the time, and 
General Harrison was elected by the 
Whigs in 18 40 by an overwhelming ma­ 
jority. 
The fruits of this victory were 
held to be lost, however, by the death 
of President Harrison one month after 
his inauguration, and the course of his 
successor, President Ty ler, in opposing 
the Whig leaders in Congress. 
The 
great question in securing the victory 
of the Democratic candidate, J ames K. 
Polk, was the annexation of Texas, 
which the Democrats urged and the 
Whigs opposed. 
But through many of 
the Whigs disapproved of the w ar w ith 
Mexico which followed, this did not 
pr event their leaders from choosing as 
their candidate, the successful com­ 
mander of the Mexican campaign, Gen­ 
eral Taylor, whose popularity insured 
the party a comparatively easy victory. 
The slavery question was now con­ 
tinually obtruding itself, and, while 
both of the dominant parties were try ­ 
ing to avoid its difficulties, it led to the 
formation of a new' party at the North, 
the 
Liberty party, or Abolitionists, 
made up the anti-slavery Whigs, who 
combined in 18 48 with the anti-slavery 
Democrats under the name of the Free 
Soil party. 
The organization, however, 
! did not make much impression upon the 
elections of the country until it was 
merged in the Republican party in 
18 56 . 
Meanwhile the Whig party had 
been gradually losing its pow er, in spite 
of the efforts of its leaders to compro­ 
mise the growing difficulties between 
the North and South on the slavery 
question. 
In 18 52 it put forward Gen­ 
eral Winfield Seott as its candidate, 
but not even his splendid military repu­ 
tation could save it from defeat. 
The 
slavery question now overshadowed all 
other issues, and during the administra­ 
tion of President Pierce, the successful 
candidate of the Democrats in 18 52, the 
Whig 
party 
disappeared, 
and 
a 
new ^ party —the 
Republican—arose. 
The 
main 
principle 
of 
this 
party 
was 
opposition 
to 
the 
extension 
of 
slavery in 
the 
Territories. 


never claimed, even up to the inaugura­ 
tion of President Lincoln, the right to 
interfere with the institution where it 
already existed. 
H ie party avos so far 
organized in 18 56 that it presented a 
very formidable opposition, but did not 
succeed in electing its candidate. 
In 
18 6 0, however, it Avas successful, and 
the announcement of its victory Avas the 
signal for the seccession of the South­ 
ern States. 
There have been several other minor 
political parties in the history of the 
country which have had some influence 
in weakening one or the other of the 
dominant organizations in local elec­ 
tions, as the American or Knownothing 
party, the Constitutional Union, the 
Anti-Masonic, the Greenback, and tlio 
Prohibition parties. 
None of these, 
J iowever, liaAe ever materially affected 
our political liistorry . —Inter Ocea n. 


T H K J E W S A F T E R T H E I ) I N V E R S I O N. 
An assessment was made in 128 6 of 
the J ews in the three kingdoms of San* 
cho, the son of Alphonso N., tAvo years 
after his accession. 
It appeared that 
there were in Leon, Castile and Mur­ 
cia 7 00,000 male J ews above the age of 
16 . 
The total number, therefore, in­ 
cluding women and children, must have 
exceeded 2,000,000. 
The annual dues 
paid by them amounted to 2,310,021 
maravedis, 
nearly 
$500,000 of our 
money. 
In that country two J eAvish 
impostors made their appearance, and 
obtained great influence 
OArer their 
countrymen, though the 
falsehoods 
they palmed off were different from 
those usually put forward by advent­ 
urers of their class. 
The first of them, 
one Zechariah, did not himself claim to 
be the Messiah, but to have discovered 
a neAv mode of interpreting prophesy , 
which showed bey ond dispute that he 
Avas close at hand. 
A belief prevailed 
among the J ews, that if any man could 
attain to a correct pronunciation of the 
presumably ineffable name of God, ho 
would thereby acquire all knoAvledge 
and all power. 
Zechariah professed to 
haA'e done this, and on that ground 
claimed to declare positively the day of 
the Messiah’s appearing. 
The JeAAs—a 
large jiart of them, that is—credited 
his pretensions, and Avenfc on the ap­ 
pointed day to their sy nagogue clothed 
in Avliite to receiA’e their deliverer. 
What became of the impostor does not 
seem to be recorded. 
The second pre­ 
tender professed to have obtained a 
complete copy of the book Zohar, of 
which only fragments Avere known to 
exist. 
He was a rabbi, named Moses 
de Leon, who being unable to support 
himself and family by the income of 
his sy nagogue, devised this mode of 
raising money . 
It seems to have been 
a considerable time before it was dis­ 
covered that the missing portion of the 
book Avas supplied from liis own imagi­ 
nation. 
The credulity of the J gavs, in 
general so astute, on this and similar 
matters is very surprising. 
In A. D. 
128 1, J ay me II. succeeded to the throne 
of Arragon. 
He Avas as anxious as his 
predecessor had been for the conver­ 
sion of the J eAvs, and issued several 
edicts Avith that design. 
He ordered 
that the J ews should attend the lectures 
delivered by Dominican friars on the 
point of difference between the J eAvisli 
and Christian faith, and further, be re­ 
quired to answer, if they could, the ar­ 
guments of their instructors. 
If they 
refused to attend, probably —though 
this is not recorded—if they refused to 
embark in a controversy , in Avhich suc­ 
cess would be more dangerous to them 
than defeat, they Avere to suffer such 
corporal 
punishment 
as the friars 
should adjudge. 
This, however, Avas 
all that was imposed. 
The y oung king 
refused to repeal the righteous and 
merciful laws of his great-grandfather 
and grandfather, and strict justice to 
the J ews remained the rule in Spain 
Avhen the thirteenth century came to a 
close.—Sund a y a t Ho me. 


L I M I T O F T E M P E R A T U R E . 
Investigation shows that the limit of 
temperature at which men can work 
depends upon the length of their ex­ 
posure, the amount of exertion they 
put forth, their condition, and the na­ 
ture of the atmosphere, particularly as 
to its degree of moisture. 
It is stated 
that men have been employ ed on rail- 
Avays at 104 c , in mines—under very 
favorable conditions—at 125 c , and are 
said to Avork occasionally in the stoke­ 
holes of tropical steamers at 156 ° . 
Prof. Dubois is reported to haA’e esti­ 
mated that a temperature of 1 ^ ° can 
be endured Avhen the air is as dry as 
possible, but that eA’en 104 ° is likely 
to prove fatal in an atmosphere satura­ 
ted Avith moisture. It is also considered 
certain that men cannot become ac­ 
customed to stand for any considerable 
time a higher temperature than from 
145 3 to 1 6 5 °, even when they kèep 
perfectly still and are in quite purè* air.

Then comes the United* States, with 
its vigorous and increasing population, 
says Prof. 
Virchow, writing in P o p u­ 
la r Science Mo nthly? However much 
it may bo mixed, it mU .^lways bo 
Aryan at the bottom, for a ll the hetero­ 
geneous elements are absorbed, almost 
without leaving traces of themselves, te 
that immense hearth of colonization, 
which has no parallel in history . 
The 
English have been no.less happy in the 
settlement of Australia, a colonization 
the energetic expansion of which has 
not been checked except tOAvard the 
North, where.the conditions grow' un­ 
favorable as the settlements approach 
the equator. 
Hence it comes that, in 
the 
northern 
part of Queensland, 
European colonists are not in a cofadi- 
tion to endure the fatigue of agricult­ 
ural lalior. 
This fact has liad much to 
do Avith the efforts made of late y ears to- 
annex New Guinea and New Britian, 
whence it has been proposed to draw 
the manual forces required for the till* 
age of the soil. 
In the South African colonies the 
Dutch liaA’e beep solidly established 
for some 200 y ea rs; and in a few coun­ 
tries of South America, 
colonies com­ 
posed of people of various European 
origin 
have prospered, though un­ 
equally . 
There are also some y oung 
colonies founded by Germans on the 
Rio Grande, in Brazil, which a fancy 
still needing confirmation has placed in 
the rank of healthful countries and 
suitable for our people. 
Reviewing the 
results that have been obtained in tho 
colonies thus briefly enumerated, which 
embrace the sum of more or less fort­ 
unate enterprises of tho kind, w'o see 
that their success has been in inverse 
proportion to the difference in isother­ 
mic latitude betAveen 
them and tho 
mother country of the colonists. 
But 
in every case it is not probable that the 
organization of the colonists has escaped 
having to pay, at the expense of pro­ 
found alterations, for acclimatization in 
foreign countries. 
Men of science, as 
w'ell as tourists, haAre been interested 
for many years in the study of tho 
Yankee ty pe, which, according to tho 
general opinion, is not Avholly compara­ 
ble with the English or German, or 
AA’ith the cross of the two with the Irish 
race. 
The peculiar phy siology of the 
Yankee race is y et to be made out, and 
I cannot insist too strongly on the great 
Aralue of the scientific results that might 
accrue from the study of this delicate 
ethnological problem. 
It is averred 
that the transformations of this ty pe 
grow more pronounced as we go from 
the Northern to the Southern States. 


P E R F U M E - M A K I N G O N T H E R I V I E R A . 
Tlie first is tho costly but ordinary 
method of the retort, placed over a 
small furnace, carrying the vapor as it 
condenses into~ a receiver, with glass 
tubes on the outside to catch the essen­ 
tial oil. 
Verbena, geranium, and lav­ 
ender are treated in this way. 
The 
second is very curious, and, seemingly , 
ought to be disastrous. Flowers in cer­ 
tain proportions are flung into good- 
sized kettles of hot pork and beef 
grease, kept Axarm b.v placing the ves­ 
sels in boiling Avater; they are Avell 
stirred together, and left still hot for 
twelve hours, after A\rliicli the mixturé­ 
is Avell pressed. 
The fioAA’ers are then 
throAvn away, and the operation is re­ 
peated Avith fresh ones, until tlie liquid 
grease is sufficiently charged with odor, 
when it is placed in a cold recei\rer half 
full of spirits of A\ine, Avhich in a few 
days becomes impregnated Avith the per­ 
fume, and is drawn off for sale. 
If the 
grease is not subjected to the spirits of 
Avine on the premises, it is sold in its. 
congealed state to tlie London seen 
makers, avIio treat it at tlieir leisure. 
Roses, orange blossoms, and A’iolets are 
some of those requiring this method., 
Tlie third, to the ey es of a noA'ice, does 
not appear so hopelessly dostructiAre or 
so Avillfully barbarous; y et the sacrifice 
of beauty is the same. 
A lay er of olive 
oil or cold grease, carefully prepared, 
is placed upon a frame, the flower be­ 
ing dotted oA’er it face downward, and 
remaining for tAventy-four 
or thirty 
hours.—Lo nd o n Sp ecta to r.
